WASHINGTON, March 16.—The 


admmistration's $500,000,000 
em- 


ergency economy act, giving Presi- 
dent Roosevelt extraordinary pow- 
er to slash federal salaries and 
veterans' benefits, was retuined to 
the House today for final approval 
of Senate amendments 


The Senate passed the bill last 


night 62 to 13, after modifying 
some of the important sections. 
Administration leaders predicted it 
would become law this week. 


The bill would confer on Mr. 


Roosevelt the broadest powers ever 
given a chief executive in peace 
time. It would repeal all existing 
veteran's laws and give the Presi- 
dent authority to revise pension 
lists and rewrite the basic pension 
rates. It* specifically repealed all 
presumptions, heretofore conferred 
by law, barred widows of World 
Was veterans from pensions, unless 
the veteran died of service-connect- 
ed disability, and slashed Civil War 
pensions by 10 percent. 


TO REDUCE SALARIES 


The President further was em- 


powered to determine the reduc- 
tion in the cost.of living since 1928 
and apply a like percentage 
to 


slashing salaries of federal em- 
ployes. He merely was held to a 
maximum slash of 15 per cent. Tbe 
veterans' slashes were expected to 
save $375,000,000 and the salary 
cuts $125,000,000 a year.
